Tributes paid to wife 
killed in A14 pile-up

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
Newmarket woman who was killed 
in an A14 pile-up. 

Heather Emma Panter, 31, of All Saints 
Road, died instantly when the black Ford 
Focus she was a passenger in was involved 
in a crash with three lorries. 

The car was being driven by her husband, 
Oliver Panter, who works as an Ofsted 
registered nanny and had described his wife as 
“wonderful” on a childcare website. 

The 26-year-old suffered serious but not life- 
threatening injuries and was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Traffic police launched an investigation into 
the accident, which happened on the west¬ 
bound carriageway near Swaffham Bulbeck at 
about 7am on Thursday. 

The fatal accident occurred on the day South 
Cambridgeshire MP Andrew Lansley said an 
announcement on road tolls for the notorious 
route was weeks away. 

Mrs Panter had worked in customer services 
at Booking.com in the Westbrook Centre, 
Milton Road, Cambridge, since 2011 and staff 
were devastated by the tragedy. 

The company is in contact with her family 
and has offered them its support. 

A spokesman said: “We are very sad about 
the sudden loss of our valuable and appreciated 
colleague. We have passed on our condolences 
to her family and will stay in close contact with 
them to help out in any way we can.”

A PRIVATE healthcare 
company will host a public 
engagement meeting next 
week about out-of-hours 
provision in the town. 

Hundreds of people signed a 
petition to prevent the cancellation 
of out-of-hours provision in the 
town last year by Harmoni, a 
former GP co-operative that 
acquired out-of-hours services 
from NHS Suffolk in 2011. 

The out-of-hours base in 
Newmarket Hospital was closed in 
February last year for a three- 
month trial period and has 
remained closed ever since after 
several consultations. 

Residents will now have the 
chance to air their concerns again 
on Thursday, January 31 from 3pm 
to 6pm in the Memorial Hall, in 
High Street. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, portfolio 
holder for health at Forest Heath 
District Council and member of 
Newmarket Town Council, said 
Harmoni were told to engage more 
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with the town council and the 
people of Newmarket at a meeting 
of Suffolk County Council’s health 
scrutiny committee in July. 

He said: “There has not been any 
engagement as far as I can see.” 

The problem with previous 
consultations was a lack of 
communication, he said, after the 
first consultation was held in 
Worlington not Newmarket, 
something Cllr Hirst described as 
“a bad joke”. 

He said: “I am hoping that 
anybody with any issues will come 
forward and address it with them. 
We remain committed to getting an 
out-of-hours centre back in 
Newmarket.” 

At a meeting of the leisure 
services committee this month, 
Cllr Mick Jefferys called on the 
council to write to their MP to 
point out “the inadequacy of the 
out-of-hours service in New¬ 
market” in what he described as 
privatisation of the health service. 


Cllr Jefferys, who represents St 
Mary’s ward, said: “It is not about 
service - it is about making a 
profit. I think we should do 
something serious about this to 
stop it going any further.” 

A spokesman for Harmoni said 
the meeting was not a consultation 
but part of an ongoing series of 
public engagement meetings. 

He said: “As far as we are aware 
the health scrutiny committee does 
not have any objections to the 
structure we proposed. 

“We are committed to the 
structure but we would like to 
engage more with the people of 
Newmarket.” 

He said the meeting was an 
opportunity for people to discuss 
concerns about the out-of-hours 
provision with senior staff 
members and to get advice. 

“As far as we are concerned the 
health and scrutiny committee 
were perfectly happy with the new 
structure and I am not aware that 
there has been much unrest on it 
lately.” 


A FLY-TIPPER has been fined £400 after 
he was tracked down by council 
investigators. 

Daniel Ayres, of Clare Close, in 
Mildenhall, was found guilty of failing 
to ensure his waste was disposed of 
lawfully at Cambridge Magistrates Court 
on January 10. 

He was caught after a police officer 
spotted a heap of domestic waste in Low 
Fen Drove, Fen Ditton, and evidence led 
officers back to him. 

Mr Ayres failed to appear in court but 
told enforcement officers that he had 
paid an “unknown” person £25 to 
dispose of his rubbish. 

Magistrates ordered him to pay a fine 
of £400, £160 council costs and a victim 
surcharge of £15.

Drivers caught up in the 
crash were also left 
traumatised. 

Beca Nelson, 24, who 
was heading to work in 
Cambridge, said: “It was 
still dark and I slowed 
down and stopped. The 
man in the car in front of 
me gave the police his first 
aid box and they were 
asking people for coats 
and blankets. 

“I gave them a coat I had 
in the car. I saw the car. 
The engine had flown 
across the road and the 
roof was gone. I went back 
to my car and just started 
shaking. It was horrible.” 

The three lorries in¬ 
volved in the collision 
were a white DAS being 
driven by 24-year-old man 
from Poland, a white MAN 
truck driven by a 34-year- 
old man from Essex and a

white Volvo being driven 
by a 38-year-old man from 
Hertfordshire. 

A spokesman for the 
ambulance service said: 
“All emergency services 
worked very hard in 
extremely difficult 
circumstances and our 
thoughts are with all those 
affected by this incident.” 

The carriageway was 
closed until 4.30pm while 
police investigations were 
carried out. 

Traffic was diverted 
down the All and A505 
to the Mil at junction 8 
and back up the Mil to 


the A14 at Cambridge. 

A police spokesman 
said: “Police are keen to 
speak to anyone who saw 
a vehicle stopped or 
broken down on the slip 
road to the junction of the 
A1303.” 

Anyone with inform¬ 
ation should call the 
Cambridgeshire roads 
policing unit on 101. 

The Government has 
announced plans for a 
£1.5 billion upgrade of the 
A14, aimed at ending the 
tragedy and congestion 
which mar the trunk road, 
but construction is not 


due to begin until 2018. 

Mr Lansley, a member of 
the Cabinet, said he hoped 
an announcement would 
be made within weeks 
which would allow the 
improvements to be 
delivered sooner. 

He told the News: 
“There is no doubt that we 
are absolutely committed 
to recognising the A14 is 
at the top of the national 
infrastructure plan - we 
have got to make it 
happen. 

“In the next few weeks 
there will be more to be 
said about the A14 itself, 


in relation to the route, the 
plan and how it will work 
but alongside that there 
will be things to be said 
about how the 
Government plans to 
deliver infrastructure 
faster in the future more 
generally.” 

The Government’s 
proposals include a 20- 
mile tolled section 
between Girton and 
Ellington, including a 
Huntingdon southern 
bypass. 

Short-term improve¬ 
ments to the A14 are also 
planned.

Head hits out over 
school burglaries 


A HEADMISTRESS has 
described a spate of thefts 
including 15 laptops from 
her school as “an absolute 
nightmare”. 

Thieves raided Moulton 
CEVC Primary School between 
6.30pm on January 14 and 
6.30am the following day and 
made off with the computers 
which the school had only just 
received. 

The cruel thieves smashed a 
window to get into the building 
in School Lane then took the 
laptops from inside an insecure 
cabinet in the computer room. 

Just days later a burglar 
ransacked the main office 
overnight between last 
Thursday at 6.30pm and the 
following day at 6.30am and 
took a small grey safe con¬ 
taining a small amount of cash. 

Headmistress Naomi 

Snowdon told the News: “We 
are devastated. It is an absolute 
nightmare.” 

The school had only recently 
received the computer equip- 
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ment during the Schools 
Reorganisation Review, as the 
laptops were passed on by 
middle schools which closed 
last year. 

Ms Snowdon said: “We had 
inherited them as we didn’t 
have the funds to buy them. We 
hadn’t even started to use them. 

“It was great that we had 
them but we don’t have the 
funds to replace them.” 

The thefts will be covered by 
the school’s insurance but Ms 
Snowdon said it would be a 
long drawn out process so staff 
were not holding out too much 
hope. 

She said: “We will do the best 
we can but it’s a real blow to us 
and the children.” 

Police are investigating the 
break-in and Ms Snowdon 
urged anyone with information 
about the incident to get in 
touch. 

She said: “We are in quite a 
country location, with roads 


nearby, so if anybody had seen 
anything that looked suspicious 
then it would be great if they 
could get in touch with the 
police.” 

This is the third incident of 
its kind in Suffolk after 16 Dell 
laptops were taken from Risby 
CEVCP Primary, near Bury St 
Edmunds, at the weekend and 
thieves seized 15 laptops from 
Rougham Primary School over 
the Christmas holidays. 

Police are not linking the 
incidents at this time. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“It is despicable that a school 
has been broken into twice 
within a matter of days. 

“This will no doubt cause 
considerable disruption to the 
school and we would appeal to 
anyone who was in the area 
and saw any suspicious activity 
or who has been offered the 
stolen laptops to buy.”

Volunteers will be recruited and trained 
to visit people in their own homes on a 
weekly basis, which can provide a 
valuable lifeline to people who otherwise 
can go days without seeing or speaking to 
anyone. 

Terri Hardy, befriending co-ordinator at 
the Voluntary Network, said: “Our service 
provides a lifeline to many vulnerable 
people in our community. It can make a 
massive difference to people and can 
greatly improve their sense of wellbeing. 

“It is their link to the outside world and 
something that people really look forward 
to. 

“By joining forces with Age UK Suffolk 
we can also directly link older people into 
additional support, information and 
advice if needed to help them to maintain 
their independence.” 

Referrals can be made to the service by 
anyone including GPs, social services, 
families, or self referrals. 

A simple referral form is submitted and 


the client is then visited by the 
befriending co-ordinator from The 
Voluntary Network to explain the service. 

These visits help to match the client 
with the most appropriate volunteer and 
also to identify if any additional help or 
support can be offered. 

The Voluntary Network is always 
looking for more volunteers to help with 
befriending or with their current 


community transport services. 

Terri said: “If it was your New Year’s 
resolution to do something amazing then 
why not give up an hour of your time a 
week to help? 

“It can be very flexible so it’s suitable 
for people in full-time jobs as well.”

FREEZING temperatures per¬ 
sisted this week as the wintry 
weather forced schools to close 
and caused misery for 
commuters. 

More than 100 Cambridgeshire 
schools closed on Monday because of 
the weather and All Saints Primary, 
Exning Primary, Great Heath Primary, 
Houldsworth Valley Primary, St Louis 
Primary, Lakenheath Primary, 
Moulton Primary and Paddocks 
Primary all closed their doors 
following the heavy snowfall at the 
weekend. 

Newmarket College and Mildenhall 
College of Technology also remained 
closed on Monday. 

One of the only schools to stoically 
brave the snowy weather was 
Laureate Primary School, in Exning 
Road, where youngsters made the 
most of the snow during their lunch 
breaks. 

Corinne Hawes, office administrator 
at the school, said: “Here at Laureate 
we never close. It is just a normal day 
today. We have just about two-thirds 
of our pupils here so it has not been 
too bad.” 

She said: “Obviously we have had 
all our staff here so we have been able 
to open safely.” 

The majority of schools opened

their doors on Tuesday but emergency 
services warned people to remain 
cautious as the Met Office has issued 
a yellow weather warning for ice 
across the region. 

The county council’s fleet of 43 
gritters went out over the weekend to 
ensure that vital roads were in a good 
condition. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, cabinet member 
for roads, transport and planning at 
Suffolk County Council, said: “It is 
absolutely vital for those travelling to 
plan ahead and leave extra time for 
any journeys they have to make. 

“Motorists should do all they can to 
regularly check the weather forecast, 
drive to the conditions and stay safe 
on the county’s roads over the next 
few days. 

“Our teams will be doing all they 
can to keep traffic moving and ensure 
public safety. However, it is equally as 
important for people to use local grit 
bins to make travelling easier and 
safer in their local area where they 
can.” 

The county council is also advising 
residents to check on elderly or 
vulnerable neighbours during the icy 
weather whenever they can. 


Rail commuters hoping to head 
from Newmarket to Cambridge and 
London on Monday faced a frustrating 
wait as trains operated by Greater 
Anglia were running at slower speeds, 
leading to a small number of 
cancellations. 

Over the border, Cambridgeshire 
Police urged motorists to take extra 
care on the roads and advised drivers 
to check their tyres and carry a 
blanket and shovel in the car. 

Sgt Gordon Murray said: “With the 
current weather conditions it is 
important people allow plenty of time 
for their journey and drive to the 
conditions of the road.”

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Bid to revive travel 
card for the young 


YOUNG people could 
receive discounted travel if 
plans for a new Travel Card 
are given the green light - 
less than two years after a 
similar scheme was 
scrapped. 

Suffolk County Council will 
discuss implementing a smart 
Travel Card for people aged 16 
to 19 years old at a meeting on 
Tuesday. 

The card will allow people to 
use cashless payments on 
public transport which will help 
parents to make sure young 
people can get around and also 
speed up boarding times on 
buses. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, cabinet 
member for roads, transport and 
planning at Suffolk County 
Council, said: “Investment into 
a smart travel card scheme for 
Suffolk will provide young 
people with clear discounts for 
public transport and promote 
bus travel in Suffolk, whilst 
enabling people to be less 
dependent on their private cars. 

“In removing barriers to 
accessing learning, work and 
training, the card would make a 
huge contribution to achieving

the aims of the Raising the Bar 
initiative to raise attainment and 
aspiration, and to better match 
skills with future jobs.” 

There will be a one-off cost of 
£165,000 to set up the Travel 
Card scheme and the annual 
costs of administering the 
scheme are £250,000 a year. 

If the proposals are approved 
then the new scheme will be 
introduced in September, in line 
with the start of the new 
academic year. 

However, Liberal Democrat 
councillors described the 
scheme as a “U-turn” after the 
Conservative-led council 
decided to abolish a similar 
Explore card in 2011. 

Cllr Caroline Page, Liberal 
Democrat spokesperson for 
roads and transport, said she 
had campaigned hard to bring 
back the subsidised travel after 
it was removed halfway through 
the school year. 

She said: “Bringing back this 
card is obviously a successful 
outcome for the Suffolk Liberal 
Democrats, but most 
importantly all the young 
people and their families who 


have been lobbying for the 
restoration of this card since it 
was withdrawn. 

“We all told the Conservatives 
that scrapping the Explore card 
would - and did - cause huge 
problems to those who wanted 
to get an education and a job.” 

Cllr John Field, Liberal 
Democrat deputy leader, said 
the council should implement 
the scheme as quickly as 
possible. 

He said: “This U-turn shows 
just how wrong the Conser¬ 
vatives were in their decision to 
remove the Explore card. 

“We must reverse, wherever 
possible, the harm they have 
caused and are continuing to 
cause to the next generation of 
Suffolk.” 

The Cabinet will also discuss 
making an additional payment 
of £100,000 to a scooter loan 
scheme, delivered by charitable 
organisation Suffolk Action for 
Communities in Rural England. 

The Kickstart scheme aims to 
help youngsters in isolated rural 
areas to get to work and travel to 
college when there is little 
public transport available.

Fresh chapter for 
local library service 


BOOKWORMS face disappoint¬ 
ment as the mobile library will 
no longer visit to Newmarket. 

New routes which were put in place 
on January 14 mean the twice 
fortnightly visits to Fielding Way and 
Hanover Close are over. 

Control over the libraries has been 
handed to independent provider 
Suffolk Libraries IPS, which was 
contracted by the county council to 
make this decision to reduce the 
frequency of visits from every fortnight 
to once a month. 

Alison Wheeler, general manager of 
Suffolk Libraries IPS, said: “We have 
taken the opportunity to review those 
stops which have not been used for the 
last 12 months so that the mobile 
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service can be concentrated on places 
where it is used. 

“In future we intend to regularly 
review the mobile library stops to 
ensure that we can be quicker in 
responding to new or emerging needs 
and reacting to reduced need.” 

At a meeting of the Newmarket 
Town Council leisure services 
committee, councillors were 
apprehensive about what cuts to 
mobile services might mean for the 
town’s library. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said: “We have to 
be very careful eye on our own library. 

“It is a very well used and popular 
library and we need to make sure there 


are no changes to it.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk Libraries 
said: “What Suffolk Libraries is doing 
is implementing a decision taken by 
the county council in November last 
year to save money by removing stops 
in towns and villages which have a 
static library. 

“Mobile library users were consulted 
before the changes came into force. 

“Anyone adversely affected will be 
offered the At Home Library Service.” 

The Suffolk At Home Library Service 
provides books for people who are 
housebound or living in residential 
nursing homes or sheltered 
accommodation.

Rescue 
for bird 
hiding 
in shed 

A SECRETIVE bird has been 
spotted taking refuge from 
the cold in an unusual 
location. 

A member of the public 
found the water rail, a 
wetland bird, closely 
related to a moorhen, 
which rarely ventures out 
except in cold weather, 
while it was sheltering in a 
maintenance shed at RAF 
Lakenheath. 

The feathered intruder was 
taken to nearby RSPB 
Lakenheath Fen, where 
there are at least 30 pairs 
of water rails living. 

David White, information 
officer for RSPB 
Lakenheath, said: 


"Although there was a 
happy ending in this 
particular case, this story 
just goes to show how 
badly cold weather can 
affect our local birds. 
"Water rails rely on areas 
with plenty of cover and 
access to open water. They 
are unlikely to find either in 


a maintenance shed at RAF 
Lakenheath. 

"We are very thankful to 
the member of the public 
who alerted us of this 
bird's plight." 

RSPB Lakenheath Fen, 
located between Hockwold 
and Lakenheath villages, is 
open daily from dawn until 


dusk and the visitor centre 
is open daily from 9am to 
5pm.

School results are 
‘not good enough’ 


POOR performance by 
Suffolk schools has 
sparked anger from the 
county council’s chief 
executive. 

Speaking at the headquarters 
of the Royal Society for the 
encouragement of Arts, 
Manufactures and Commerce 
(RSA), Deborah Cadman said it 
was “not good enough” for the 
county’s schools to come a 
third from the bottom in the 
latest key stage two results, 
which came out before 
Christmas. 

Suffolk schools have 
struggled in recent years and 
the county council decided to 
tackle the problem by 
launching the Raising the Bar 
initiative in November, which 
aims to raise aspirations and 
attainment across the board by 
developing relationships 
between all schools and 
improving interaction with 
employers.

Ms Cadman said: “We had 
some excellent results in 
schools which have gone 
through reorganisation, have 
grasped the nettle in the drive 
to improve and which have had 
intense support from the 
council. 

“But we’ve also seen some 
poor results which are having 
an effect. 

“For me, enough is enough.” 

She said the plan set out 
would be tough for schools but 
necessary to improve results. 

Joe Hallgarten, director of 
education at the RSA which is 
collaborating on the project, 
said: “I think Suffolk is being 
very bold and open in its 
approach to tackling under 
performance. No stone is being 
left unturned in this inquiry.” 

He said there were some 
strong examples of good 
practice in localised areas of 
the county but focus was 


needed on countywide 
improvements. 

Cllr Graham Newman, 
cabinet member for education 
and young people at Suffolk 
County Council, said: “Raising 
attainment and aspiration is 
everyone’s business, not just 
the county council’s. 

“There is already a huge 
amount of work going into 
improving performance in our 
schools. 

“But I’m confident that this 
programme will act as a major 
catalyst for future change, and 
improvement, in Suffolk.” 

Results showed that 74 per 
cent of key stage two pupils in 
Suffolk achieved level four or 
above in English and maths 
SATs, the lowest in the country 
apart from Peterborough and 
Portsmouth which also scored 
74 per cent and than Kingston 
upon Hull with 73 per cent and 
Medway with 72 per cent. 

It also fell below the national 
average of 79 per cent.

UNEARTHED: the prehistoric decapitation burial CP 

Burial site found 
at Roman village 


ARCHAEOLOGISTS are 
continuing to find 
evidence of a Roman 
settlement beneath 
former allotment land in 
Soham. 

Experts from the Hertford- 
based firm, Archaeological 
Solutions, are currently 
carrying out a dig on land 
off Fordham Road. 

The dig started late last 
year and is being sponsored 
by Hopkins Homes Ltd, 
which was given planning 
permission to build 96 
homes on the land. 

The excavation is 
unearthing yet more 
evidence of a Roman 
settlement, which archaeo¬ 
logists say represents the 
first ‘village’ at Soham. 

Among the wealth of 
artefacts found on-site are a 
number of human burials, 
including one where the 
person was decapitated 
before being put in the 
ground. 

Andrew Peachey, a 
specialist in prehistoric and 
Roman pottery at the 
company, said: “The 

principal discovery on the

site is a Roman settlement 
situated at the south-eastern 
end of what would have 
been a fen island, and 
representing the first 
‘village’ at Soham. 

“The settlement appears to 
have specialised areas of 
activity relating to 
occupation, industry (i.e. 
malting/corn-drying) and 
possibly stock enclosures, 
with field systems outside 
the village. 

“However, prior to the 
Roman settlement, the 
margins of the Fen and 
island were heavily 
exploited by prehistoric 
settlers, including one who 
appears to have been 
decapitated before being 
placed in a crouched burial 
in a circular pit. 

“The reasons for 
decapitation are purely 
theoretical at this stage. One 
is obviously execution and 
another is to prevent ghosts. 

“Quite often the head is 
found somewhere on the 
site, but it’s rare for it to be 
completely missing. This 
then throws up the question 


of where the head was 
taken. 

“The excavations are 
continuing to record large 
storage pits containing high 
quantities of pottery and 
animal bone that suggest the 
major pre-historic occu¬ 
pation was in the late 
Bronze Age and early Iron 
Age.” 

Mr Peachey said that in 
the first century AD, before 
the Roman Conquest, a 
settlement developed of 
sufficient wealth to import 
fine pottery and goods from 
Europe. 

The pottery includes 
amphorae, which would 
have been used to import 
olive oil and wine from 
France and Spain, and 
samian ware, a fine red 
pottery from France and 
Germany. 

But the bulk of pottery 
came from closer to home, 
with items from Horningsea 
and Waterbeach. 

The dig is expected to 
continue until the end of 
this month.

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Fall from grace led football 
star to turn his life around

Former Histon FC ace Erkan Okay talks about the arrest 
that cost him his job - and how it made him a better 
person.

I T'S a grey and miserable Tuesday 
afternoon and a dozen men are 
huddled in a Cambridge sports hall. 

It's fair to say they're a motley crew: all ages, 
all sizes, all levels of fitness. But they're here for a 
single reason: to play football with Erkan Okay, 
the semi-pro who helped Histon achieve its 
meteoric rise to the Conference. 

The ensuing five-a-side match is heart¬ 
warming to watch. The players - all either 
currently or formerly homeless - give the game 
everything: it's competitive stuff. And they're 
clearly having a ball, too; there's plenty of 
hollering, whooping and back-slapping involved. 

"That's the great thing about football," smiles 
Erkan, towelling his sweaty forehead at the end 
of the game. "It's a real leveller. When you're 
playing football, you forget everything else." 

Now a full-time link support worker at 
Jimmy's, the night shelter in Cambridge, Erkan 
still plays football part-time for Lowestoft Town. 
"If I'd been the person I am today 10 years ago, 

I might have been playing for a Premier League 
club on 40 grand a week instead," he laughs. 
"But I wasn't always this person..." 

As Histon fans will remember, Erkan's football 
career has been a real rollercoaster ride. The 
greatest high was, without doubt, being called 
up by England C to play Finland. And the most 
painful low was being sacked from both his club 
and his day-job - having assaulted a police 
officer on a drunken night out. 

"I don't remember all that much about that 
night, to be fair. It was our Christmas party, I 
think. We went out and, typically, I had way too 
much to drink. I got abusive and got thrown out 
of a club. Then I decided to have a pee in the 
street... 

"A policeman came over, told me to stop and 
I started giving him abuse too. He tried giving 
me chances, but I didn't take them; in the end, I 


lashed out with a kick. So he charged me with 
assault. 

"I thought I might get away with it, because I 
had to go to court in Bury rather than 
Cambridge. So I didn't tell my family or the 
football club - the first they knew about it was 
when they read the stories in the paper. 

"I'd been with Histon for five years and 
played 200 games for the club, but the 
management felt they had to let me go. And 
working as a community coach, which I was at 
the time, was a no-go: I was working a lot 
with schools, and the parents just didn't trust 
me. 

"I woke up one morning and realised I'd lost it 
all. It was devastating, to be honest. But it was 
also the wake-up call I needed: I realised I didn't 
want to live that life any more, to keep letting 
my family down. I wanted to change." 

To meet Erkan today, a warm, friendly and 
unassuming young man, it's hard to believe he 
was once 'what people might call a bad boy'. It's 
clear he's come a long way. 

"The first step is holding your hands up and 
accepting you're probably at fault," says the 27- 
year-old. "And the next step is going out there 
and making things happen: you can't wait 
around for a new life to be handed to you on a 
plate. You might get 99 knock-backs, but 
eventually you'll find that one person willing to 
give you a chance." 

He sounds very wise for 27. "Yeah. God 
knows what I'm going to be like by the time I'm 
40... It doesn't mean I'm boring, though: I still 
like to go out with my mates! But I don't overdo 
it now." 

Erkan, who grew up in Cambridge, says his 
passion for football dates back to early 
childhood. "It started with just having a kick- 
around in the street with my brother. Then we 
joined a local club and that was it, really. I just 
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■ Open 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year, Jimmy's is the only emergency 
accommodation provider in 
Cambridge.

love football: it's one of the main passions 
of my life." 

Talent spotted in his early teens, Erkan 
got the call to join Ipswich Town at the 
tender age of 15. "I moved there and 
everything. It was a massive step, especially 
at such a young age. We were looked after 
unbelievably well - the facilities and the 
coaching were amazing - and they were, in 
lots of ways, some of the best days of my 
life. 

"But I don't think I handled the external 
pressures too well; the stuff outside football. 
And I got into things I shouldn't have. By 
the time I was 18 I was going out drinking 
every night - binge drinking really, which 
isn't great when you're trying to be a 
professional footballer - and I was getting 
myself into trouble. 

"I didn't know how to handle myself or 
how to speak to people: I had no respect. I 
was behaving like one of those real idiots 
you see on TV." 

Following a change of management at 
Ipswich, Erkan was let go from the club. 
Coming home to Cambridge, he was 
immediately snapped up by Histon - just as 
the team was beginning to rise through the 
ranks. "I was part of a great team at a great 
time in the club's history. The success, the 
response from the fans... I think it all went 
to my head. Instead of being level-headed 
about it, I was so, so arrogant. 

"I look back and wish I could undo some 
of the stupid things I said and did. But you 
can't change the past, so I've decided to 
turn those negatives into positives, by doing 
the very best I can now." 

In the wake of his very public fall from 
grace - his court case made numerous 
headlines - Erkan began scouring the jobs 
pages. Wanting to work with people, he

applied for two roles, one at the YMCA and 
the other supporting people with learning 
disabilities. And he got them both. 

"That was a real turning point. The 
manager of the YMCA, David Goodyear, 
was particularly encouraging: he believed 
in me when not many other people did - 
aside from my family, who've always stood 
by me. The longer I worked in those jobs, 
the more confidence I gained. 

"And it taught me so much. It taught me 
that every person you come into contact 
with has their own story: their own family, 
their own troubles. And that taught me to 
treat every person with respect." 

Erkan's football career also revived: first 
taken on by Chelmsford City, where a 
broken leg cut his time short, he was then 
re-signed by Histon. Now playing for 
Lowestoft, he says football remains his first 
love - yet he's philosophical about giving 
up his dream of turning pro. "I like the fact 
there are no dramas. There's a lot to be 
said for leading a normal life, you know." 

Joining the Jimmy's team almost nine 
months ago, Erkan, who lives in 
Cam bourne, says the project is 'just 
amazing'. An emergency shelter, providing 
accommodation for up to 20 people at any 
one time, it was recently refurbished - and 
declared 'open' by the Duke and Duchess 
of Cambridge on their recent visit to the 
city. 

"It was great when Kate and Wills came, 
because a lot of former guests came back 
to join in the celebrations. Seeing the 
transformation in some of them gave me 
such a boost. One guy came to us with an 
addiction and we supported him through a 
detox; when I next saw him, a few months 
later, he was almost unrecognisable. 
Knowing that you played a part in that - 
that you were able to genuinely help 
someone else - is a great feeling." 

As well as ensuring the shelter runs 
smoothly while he's on shift, Erkan helps 
shelter guests with everything from 
arranging accommodation and GP 
appointments to making benefit claims. A 
great believer in the power of sport to both 
improve health and lift the spirits, he helps 
run the weekly football club and also takes 
gym sessions. 

"People might look at the things I've 
done in the past and think I'm a bad lad. 
But, not in a horrible way, I don't care what 
other people think. The people who really 
know me - they know that's not who I am. 

"I'm not proud of the things I've done in 
the past, but I'm not ashamed either. At the 
end of the day, they've made me the 
person I am today - and that's no bad 
thing."

CANCER patients urgently 
referred to Addenbrooke’s by 
their GPs are still not being 
treated within two months. 

Although Addenbrooke’s bosses 
have put numerous measures and 
action plans in place to tackle failing 
targets, the hospital is still struggling to 
reach its target for treating cancer 
patients. 

Doctors are failing to meet the 
hospital’s own target of ensuring 85 
per cent of cancer patients receive 
their first treatment within 62 days of 
receiving an urgent referral from a GP. 

The target was not reached in 
October or November. Figures for 
December and January have not been 
released yet. 

Failings were due to patients 
changing or cancelling appointments 
as well as complex medical pathways, 
according to the trust. 

Liz Hunt, associate director of 
operations for oncology, said: “We 
would encourage patients to take the 
earliest appointment offered so we can 
make a diagnosis and start any 
treatment required in a timely 
manner.” 

Urology accounted for almost half of 
all of the breaches in October, and that 
department’s theatre capacity also 
“significantly impacted” a separate 31- 
day target, in which 96 per cent of 
oncology patients should be treated 
after their initial diagnosis.

Frances Cousins, chairman of a 
hospital task force addressing health 
regulator Monitor’s concerns about 
failed standards, said at a recent board 
meeting: “The task force is 

concentrating further around the 
cancer waiting time. 

“We do believe we are on track for the 
62-day wait for cancer treatment.” 

She said a “risk” that could affect 
patient flow during the winter period 
is a Norovirus outbreak so staff are 
implementing an initiative called 
Perfect January to keep the virus out of 
the hospital. 

A taskforce report said the trust 
expected to meet the target in 
December, after failing for several 
months in a row, but would not meet 
the overall target for October to 
December. 

They expect to be meeting the 62- 
day standard by March. 

At the meeting Tom Bennett, director 
of operations, said: “Of the three 
reasons we were called to Monitor we 
have already dealt with two of them. “ 

Hospital chiefs have managed to 
meet the A&E 4-hour waiting target - 
for five consecutive months - and the 
18-week referral to treatment standard 
after major problems at the start of the 
financial year in 2012.

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Things that go bump in the night 


T HIS week, at one of the 

city’s most ancient locations, 
Robert Lloyd Parry brings 
another seasonal shiver to 
Cambridge with his retelling of 
two of the greatest tales by M R 
James, the master of the English 
ghost story 

Parry, described as “always absorbing” 
and one who “catches the sense of dread 
that gives James his originality” by The 
Times, will perform the stories at the 
atmospheric 12th century Leper Chapel, off 
Newmarket Road - thought to be the oldest 
building in Cambridge. 

In the classic spine-chiller Count 
Magnus, a travel writer’s over¬ 
inquisitiveness leads to a breathless, 
diabolical chase from darkest Sweden to 
rural Essex. Denmark is the setting for 
Number 13, where a hotel room with the 
famously unlucky number conceals a 
ghastly and baffling secret. 

Every Christmas, Montague Rhodes R 
James (1862-1936) would write and 
perform ghost stories, to entertain friends in 
his rooms in King’s College, Cambridge. 
Over a century later, these tales still have 
the power to terrify and amuse, and this 
gripping one-man show gives theatregoers 
the opportunity to experience these chilling 
masterpieces in the manner in which they 
were originally enjoyed. 

“M R James dedicated his stories to 
‘those who have at various times listened to 
them’,” explains Lloyd Parry, “and I try to 
evoke the tone and atmosphere of his 
original performances.”

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Past's so perfect 


I F Christmas has left you 
poorer than a church mouse’s 
bankrupt cousin, don’t panic: 
there are places where you can 
entertain your children that are 
educational, awe-inspiring, 
indoors, and (best of all) free. 

Take a trip to one of Cambridge’s 
magnificent museums. And if you think 
these ‘highbrow’ establishments are 
going to be stuffy and dull, you’re in for a 
treat. 

“In one square mile, there are eight 
different ones to visit, and they’re all 
family friendly,” says Elly Wright, events 
co-ordinator for the University of 
Cambridge Museums. 

“I think there’s a misconception that 
museums are not places for children, and 
we should have to whisper and creep 
around them, but those days have 
completely gone. All of the museums are 
really keen to welcome families - they’re 
spaces to be enjoyed by everybody.” 

Housing more than five million 
artefacts - from whale skeletons and 
mummies to prehistoric hippos and 
telescopes - the eight museums are 
lovely places to just wander around. But 
if your kids need a little extra help to get 
engaged, there are ways and means of 
grabbing their attention. 

“At the Fitzwilliam they have ‘Fits 
Kits’, which are a range of activity 
boxes,” explains Elly. “There’s one called 
‘gone fishing’, which has little fishing 
rods: the kids can fish in, pick out a fish, 
and it’ll say something like ‘go to Gallery 
Four and see if you can find this’. If 
you’re a bit unsure of where to go, it’s a 
really good way to guide you round.” 

Others have explorer kits, discovery 
boxes, clubs and regular drop-in events: 
“so they’re all about helping families 
enjoy them and have fun.” 

While the big hitters are always likely 
to be the Polar Museum (think explorers’ 



diaries and penguins), the Museum of 
Zoology (thousands of animal exhibits) 
and the Sedgwick Museum of Earth 
Sciences (with its colossal dinosaur 
skeleton), others are every bit as 
interesting. Take Elly’s personal 
favourite, the Museum of Archaeology 
and Anthropology. 

“It’s fantastic,” she says. “The stories it 
tells are brilliant, and you really get a feel 
for the people who used all these objects 
and the different worlds that they’re from. 
It’s got a 14-metre high totem pole, so 
that’s a real fun centre point, but even just 
walking past the door, you look in and 
there’s this hilarious mask with big 
googly eyes. There are so many strange- 
looking artefacts which are really great.” 


Most of the museums are on Downing 
Street, but Elly reckons it’s definitely 
worth taking a 10-minute walk to explore 
one you may not have been to before. 

“One of my favourites is the Museum 
of Classical Archaeology, on Sidgwick 
Avenue, which is all plaster casts of 
famous Greek and Roman sculptures,” 
she says. “You climb up the stairs in the 
Faculty of Classics, come to the museum, 
and you’re just hit by hundreds of casts - 
there’s a real wow factor as you go in. 
And because casts aren’t affected by 
sunlight, whereas other museums are 
quite dark, this has got a really nice 
bright feeling.” 

It’s fully geared up for kids too, with 
gallery play boxes filled with art

sculpture. “Because it is a bit out of the 
way, people don’t even know it exists, but 
it is a really fun place. 

“But they’re all really good places to 
play with your children. You don’t need 
to have any in-depth historical 
knowledge, you can just make up stories, 
chat and enjoy it together. 

“It’s just a great opportunity to do 
something completely different, and the 
fact that it’s free and on your doorstep is 
invaluable at this time of year.”

battlefields segues neatly to January 
1865. Two months have passed since the 
re-election of Lincoln (Daniel Day-Lewis), 
the American Civil War rages on for a 
fourth year and the president’s thoughts 
turn to the highly contentious slavery bill. 


Secretary of State William H Seward 
(David Strathairn) counsels against the 
motion, given the current make-up of the 
House of Representatives. However, 
Lincoln is adamant that the Bill must be 
passed before the end of the war and he 
enlists William N Bilbo (James Spader) 
and Colonel Robert Latham (John 
Hawkes) to procure votes. 

Inside the House, fervent abolitionist 
Thaddeus Stevens (Tommy Lee Jones) 
continues to rile the Democrat opposition 
led by Fernando Wood (Lee Pace). 
Meanwhile, Lincoln contends with the 
mood swings of his emotionally fragile 
wife (Sally Field). 

The ebb and flow of dialogue in Lincoln is 
exquisite and potentially dense yet baffling 
philosophies are distilled into digestible 
exposition so it’s easy to follow the cut 
and thrust of arguments on both sides of 
the political divide. 


The terrific ensemble cast is led 
magnificently by Day-Lewis. So often 
berated for grandstanding and chewing 
scenery, here the statuesque London-born 
actor is the model of restraint, 
internalising his statesman’s maelstrom 
of emotions. 

Lincoln is also a magnificent technical 
achievement, distinguished by Janusz 
Kaminski’s colour-bleached 
cinematography and John Williams’ 
haunting score. 

Every shot is beautifully framed, capturing 
every facet of Rick Carter’s production 
design and Joanna Johnston’s costumes, 
which vividly evoke the era. 

Admittedly, the running time is slightly 
long, testing concentration and resolve. 
Yet, as the film ends with the president 
heading to an ill-fated performance of Our 
American Cousin, Spielberg’s film is 
worthy of a rousing vote of confidence.

Protecting the humble spud 



by Hannah Stephenson 


T HE wet weather over the 
past couple of years has 
prompted reports of poor 
harvests, smaller and less tasty 
fruit and veg and claims that the 
nutrients the rain has washed 
away from the soil will affect 
the health value of our home¬ 
grown produce. 

Among the crops worst hit in 
vegetable patches across the country is 
the humble spud, a staple of the British 
menu for centuries, whether boiled, 
mashed or chipped. 

And while gardeners throughout the 
UK will be celebrating National Potato 
Day with events up until the end of the 
month, experts are now warning that 
gardeners must start to grow a mixture 
of varieties to stem the loss of crops to 
late blight. 

Affected plants develop brown spots, 
especially around the edges of the 
leaves, the stems turn brown and 
potatoes develop scabby cankers that 
lead to brown patches inside the tubers

Bob Sherman, chief horticultural 
officer of charity Garden Organic, 
warns: “Rare types of potatoes are under 
threat. There isn’t much that the amateur 
gardener can do to protect potatoes from 
blight. 

“Late blight is a very rapidly evolving 
organism. It’s not quite a fUngus. It’s 
quite closely related to seaweed, but it 
acts like a fungus. Spores flow about in 
the air, usually coming from old tubers 
left in the soil which haven’t been 
harvested from the previous year 
because they’ve been missed. 

“Most of the old varieties of potato 
are highly susceptible and even ones that 


were thought to be resistant have 
succumbed to new strains of the disease. 
We used to think that ‘Cara’ was blight 
resistant, but it isn’t any more. A whole 
range of interesting textures and 
flavours from old varieties are under 
threat.” 

Incessant wet weather causes both 
disease and physical problems with 
potatoes, he continues. The tubers can’t 
be lifted because the ground’s too heavy 
and soggy. 

“When potatoes get too much 
moisture, you might get one or two huge 
potatoes under the soil instead of a nice 
little clump of medium-sized tubers. The 
huge ones might be hollow inside or just 


not very tasty. Dry weather tends to 
enhance flavour, but wet weather 
reduces it.” 

Late potato blight has been the 
scourge of crops during excessive wet 
weather, he says. 

However, some gardeners have turned 
to a resistant variety which is keeping 
blight at bay. 

David Shaw, research director of the 
not-for-profit Sarvari Research Trust in 
North Wales, and his team developed a 
range of blight-resistant ‘superspuds’ 
known as Sarpos (pronounced Sharpo), 
first bred by the Hungarian Sarvari 
family. 

Available in red, white and blue, from 
Thompson & Morgan and some garden 
centres, they are now being grown by 
gardeners who don’t want the plight of 
blight. 

“The disease evolves all the time, a 
bit like flu, so there’s always a new 
strain. The Sarpo varieties David Shaw 
has been working with seem to be 
coping with all the changes that the 
disease is going through,” says Sherman. 

“Some of them will get signs of blight 
in the leaves, but not in the tubers.” 

He suggests growing a number of 
different varieties so that you’re covered 
if the tubers, which are highly 
susceptible, succumb to blight. 

“The other advice is to harvest 
earlier,” he suggests. “You might 
sacrifice the weight of the potatoes, but 
the flavour will be good.” 

Alternatively, grow spuds in pots and 
bring them under cover later in the year. 
Blight usually strikes from July 
onwards, depending on the weather and 


which part of the country you live in. 

Of course you can enrich your soil 
with plenty of organic matter, but if the 
weather’s damp, it won’t make any 
difference to blight, because the spores 
are carried in the air. 

Covering the plants with tunnels or 
cloches may also not make a difference 
because potatoes need good air flow. If 
your tunnels are plastic, blight will 
thrive in the humidity. If you have a 
good-sized greenhouse, you may have 
more luck if you constantly remove the 
leaves showing signs of blight. 

If the blight is widespread, take all the 
leaves off, which will mean a smaller 
crop, but at least you’ll have a crop. 

However, if you do remove leaves, 
don’t lift any potatoes for at least two 
weeks afterwards, because the spores 
will still be on the surface of the soil, 
and if they come into contact with a 
tuber, they will affect it. 

And if anyone has problems with 
slugs ruining their potatoes, Sarpo Mira 
and Sarpo Axona both have good slug 
resistance to go with blight resistance. 

Try mixing crops, growing sweet 
potatoes or yacon, a perennial tuber 
from South America which looks like a 
potato and is not so susceptible to 
common pests and diseases.

WILLIAM Buick has come an awful 
long way in the last six years and will 
head into next season full of 
confidence following what he 
describes as a “fantastic” 2012. 

The Norwegian-born rider is almost 
unrecognisable from the pint-sized figure 
who stepped out of the Brighton weighing 
room for his debut in August 2006. 

Although 18, Buick was particularly small 
for his age and had been kept under wraps 
for a while by his then-mentor Andrew 
Balding. 

Despite his diminutive frame, it was clear 
from the off the young jockey possessed 
abundant talent as he guided the 
appropriately-named Tiny Tim to second 
place. 

His first winner followed at Salisbury 
more than a month later, he was third in the 
apprentice title race in 2007 and shared the 
title with another Balding-based jockey 
David Probert in 2008. 

Buick rode his first Group One winner on 
the Mick Channon-trained Lahaleeb in the 
EP Taylor Stakes at Woodbine in October 
2009 and the following January was 
appointed stable jockey to the powerful 
John Gosden yard at Newmarket, a move 
which surprised many onlookers. 

But it did not take long for the newly- 
formed partnership to grab the headlines, 
Dar Re Mi claiming a notable victory in the 
Dubai Sheema Classic two months later. 

A couple of successful years followed but 
last season the combination hit greater 
heights, with Buick and Gosden securing 
six Group One prizes together, with the 
jockey scooping nine winners at the highest 
level. 

With Gosden landing his first trainers’ 
title, things could hardly have gone better 
and Buick recognises the privileged position 
he finds himself in. 

He said: “Obviously John Gosden's first 
championship was quite a big deal for the 
whole stable and everyone involved. 

“I felt really proud that I was stable jockey 
to the champion trainer.” 

July was a particularly outstanding month 
for the partnership, with Izzi Top, 
Nathaniel, Great Heavens and Elusive Kate 
all striking at Group One level. 

Coral-Eclipse hero Nathaniel backed up 
his winning return with excellent efforts in 
defeat in the King George, the Irish 
Champion Stakes and in the Champion 
Stakes at Ascot behind Frankel, and he is a 
horse with a special place in Buick’s heart. 

“We had a lot of nice individual winners, 
probably Nathaniel being one of the 
highlights of the year,” said Buick. 

“He’s been retired to stud on a very 
high note.” 

“Then there was Royal Ascot. John being 
champion trainer of Royal Ascot and I just 
got pipped by Ryan (Moore), but I rode five 
winners.”

positive for a prohibited substance. I had 
nine Group One winners last year, although 
the ninth was not a nice way to win at all,” 
he said.
